SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 

Henry Ward Beecher was born at Litchfield, 
Conn., June 24th, 1813, and cameof a family 
distinguished in the church and literature. 
His father, Lyman Beecher, as a minister, was 
fully as celebrated as his son afcerward be- 
came, and was the author of a number of stan- 
dard religious works, His sister, Catherine 
Esther, was for thirty yearsone of the first 
teachers in New England, and wrote numerous 
books om various subjects. His brothers, Ed- 
ward and Thomas, were ts ware clergymen 
and authors. His sister Harriet, better known 


as Mrs. Harriet Beecher Stowe, was the author | 


of “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” which has had a wi- 
der sale than apy ether Amierican work of fic- 


ion. 

Henry Ward Beecher was edticated at Am- 
herst college, graduated from that institution 
in 1834. He studied theology at Lane semi- 
nary, and in 1837 became pastor of a Presby- 
terian church at Lawrenceburg, Ind. In 1839 
he took charge of a church at Indianapolis. 
Here his talents brought him recognition, and 
in 1847 he received a call from Plymouth 
church, a new Congregationalist organization 


in Brooklyn. e accepted the offer, 
and from the outset he began to acquire 
that reputation as a pulpit orator 


which he maintained and increased for forty 
years. Under bis guidance the congregation 
became the largest in America. His style was 
fascinating, and brought to his church many 
communicants, He always discarded the mere 
conventionalities of the clerical profession. In 
his view, humor as well as argument and ex- 
hortation had a place in a sermon. He was 
fond of illustration, drawing his materials 
frem every sphere of human life and thought, 
and,in his manner, he was highly dramatic. 
Though his keen sense of humor continually 
manifested itself, the prevailing impression giv- 
en by his discourses was one of earnestness and 
thought. The cardinal idea of his creed was 
that Christianity was not a series of philo- 
sephical dogmas, but a rule of life in every 
phase. Hence he never hesitated to discuss 
from the pulpit the great social and political 
questions of the day, such as slavery, intem- 
perance, the desire of power and the greed for 
gain. He wasan cnthusiast in music, a con- 
noisseur in art and a lover of flowers and ani- 
mals. Apart from his professional labors he 
was @ popniar lecturer in lyceums, and a fa- 
vcrite orator at public mectings. 

Before beginning to preach, Mr. Beecher 
edited, in 1836, a newspaper,the Cincinnati 
Journal, and while pastor at Indianapolis 
had charge of an agricultural journal], his 
contributions to it afterward . being pub- 
lished under the title, “Fruits and Flowers,and 
Farming.” For nearly twenty years he was 
an editorial contributer to The Independent, 
a weekly journal pnblished in New York, 
and frem 1861 to 1863 was its editor. His 
contributions to it were signed with a cross- 
mark, and many of them were collected and 
published as “The Star Papers.” Since 1870 
he was editor of the Christian Union, a 
weekly paper published in New York. His 
regular weekly sermons, as taken down by 
stenographers, have been printed and pub- 
lished since 1859. Besides these he haspub- 
lished “Lectures to a Young Man,” “Life 
Thoughts,” “Sermons on Liberty and War,’ 
“The Plymouth Collection of Hymns and 
Tunes,” “Norwood,” a novel originally pul- 
lished in the New York Ledger, to which 
he was a constant contributor; “Sermons 
from Published and Unpublished  Dis- 
courses,” “Life of Christ,” and “Yale Lecture; 
on Preaching.” In 1863 he visited Great 
Britain, with the special purpose of disabusing 
the British publie in regard to the issues of the 
American civil war. His speeches exerted a 
wide influence, and were published in London. 

In 1874 came the sensational Beecher-Tilton 
affair, which became known to all the world 
through the remarkable trial which followed. 
Of this it is not necessary to treat in detail, as 
its sensational features are still remembered. 

Of late years Mr. Beecher has lectured much, 
and his liberal views upon evelution brought 
much criticism from orthodox circles, a fact, 
however; which seemed to have little effect 
upon the great preacher. He dismissed his 
critics, in his last lecture delivered in this city 
with: “Father, forgive them; they know not 
what they do.”’ 

In the political campaign of 1884 Mr. Beech- 
er supported Mr. Cleveland, drawing from his 
political associates of a life time the severest 
criticism and abuse. Of course he felt this, 
but there was that in his sunny nature which 
enabled him to suffer and be strong, and he 
gave no sign of the pain that was so ruthlessly 
inflicted upon him. Since the close of the cam- 
paign he has not been brought before the coun- 
try with greater prominence than that which 
has long attached to him as the greatest of 
America’s pulpit orators, and one of the master 
intellects of his time. 

STRANGE ACTION OF CONGREGATIONALISTS. 

CHICAGO, March 38.—Commentiog on the 
failure of the Congregational ministers to 
adopt unanimously the resolution to senda 
telegram of condolence to Mrs Beecher, at 
their meeting yesterday, the Times says: 

‘‘Aias! For the rarity of Christian charity.’’ At 
a meeting of the Congregational ministers of Chi- 
cago yesterday, a resolution of condolence -with 
Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher was offered. Strange to 
say, the resolution produced a heated and bitter 
discussion, and developed so much opposition that 
it was finally withdrawn by the mover. The pro- 
- posed — ofsympathy was objected toon two

That it might be construed as an indorsement 
of Mr, Beecher’s theological views and that the dy- 
ing divine had never fully cleared himself of the 
charges of immorality brought by Theodore Til- 


don, 

The Coctrinal objections, however, seemed to 
oy the most weight, and it was evident that 
while the brethren were ready to forgive Mr. 
Beecher for any lapses from virtue of which he 
may have been guilty, they could not find itin 
their hearts to overlook his lapses from orthodoxy. 
The action of these Congregational clergymen 
displays a spirit of narrowness and intolerance 
which it was hoped had vanished forever from the 
Protestant Pup t of America. Those who can 
conceive of Henry Ward Beecher withholding his 
sympathy, under like circumstances, from the 
witeof adying fellow-clergyman, may be able to 
discover some justification for this pitiful exhibi- 
tion of clerical bigotry. But none others can. It had 
been supposed that even Christians ceased hating 
each other at the grave. 

But it would appear from yesterday’s procead- 
ingsof the Congregational preachers of Chicago 
that such is not always the case. 

The Inter Ocean says: 

The discussion over the resolution of sympathy 
to Mrs. Beecher, at the meetingof the Congrega- 
tional ministers yesterday, was worse than ucfor- 
tunate. It was in many of its phasessimply dis- 
graceful. Those who opposed the resolution— 
which simply tenders the sympathy of the Congre- 
gational ministers ot Chicago to a woman hanging 
over the deathbed of her husband, and that hus- 
band the greatest preacher of the Congregational 
church—based their opposition on the theory that 
some people might construe this expression of sym- 
pemny sa an indorsement of Mr. Beecher’s theo- 
ogical views. 

What a comment on the action of the Congrega- 
tionalists was the action of the Methodist miais- 
ters, who, at about the same time, adopted by 
unanimous vote, and without discussion, a res >Iu- 
tion tendering their sympathy to Mrs. Beecher 
Those who opposed the resolution tooka great risk, 
granted that their motives yore ood. Still, ithe 
made a mistake which, in the light of possible ef- 
fects, was almost a crime. — eA 

The blood of millions will boil over this insult 
to the memory of a man who has been a tremen- 
dous force in our civilization—who has done so 
much, not only for hisown church, but for Chris- 
tianity, and among all those interested in extend- 
ing the influence of the church, there will 
keen regret over the unfortunate incident of the 
meeting of the congregational ministers yesterday. 
Asthe case stands a man whose sermons and 
whose work have done more for Congregationalism 
than any other has received a biow that will 
hurt those who are near to him for all time.

An Exciting Scene Over the Corpse—A Wo- 
man’s Lamentation. 


CaIcaco, March 8.—There was a remark- 
able scene this afternoon at the bier of the 
dead wife of Anarchist Neebe. While the 
room was filled with sympathizers -of both 
sexes, a blonde little woman bent over the 
coffin and burst into loud lamentations. With 
clasped hands and streaming eyes, she shrick- 
ed: “They murdered her! She was murdered 
by those hangmen. Grinnell and Gary were 
her executioners. She, in her coffin; her hus- 
band in jail. Beth victims of capitalistic 
Maeno aan sased . 

e — present me highly wroug 
up, and during the remainder of the day, in 
the death chamber, there was no cessation of 
curses against those hangmen. Before evening 
a copy of the Arbeiter-Zeitung arrived, con- 
taing an article declaring that Mrs. Neebe had 
died from a broken heart, caused by the con- 
viction of her husband. The article concluded 
as follows: 

She and our friend, Oscar Neebe, are victims of a 
capitalistic band of conspirators, known as the 
Citizens’ association, and of their tools—Grinnell 
and Gary—they, in conjunction with an odious, 
ly ing press, serving the enemies of the people, have 
murdered a brave woman and made children, not 
of age, orphans. They will reap their curse of the 
precent and the contempt of coming generatioas. 

The sidewalk in front of Neebe’s house was 
crowded with excited people. A committee 
bad been formed to make arrangements for 
the funeral, and they decided to postpone tua 
possible, until Sunday, and make it the - 
icn of a socialistic demonstration. 


MRS. SENATOR BECK’S FUNERAL. 


Preliminary Services in Washington---The 
Funeral Train. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—The preliminary 
funeral service over the remains of the late 
Mrs. Beck was held this afternoon at the resi- 
dence of Senator Beck. Rev. Drs. Power, 
Butler and Bullock conducted brief ser- 
vices. The honorary pall bearers were: Secre- 
taries Bayard and Lamar, Speaker Carlisle, 
Senators Blackburn and Vance, Admiral S. P. 
Lee, Hon. W. W. Corcoran and Hon. Edmund 
Rice, of Minnesota. The remains were taken 
to the depot, and left ina special car at half 
past five o’clock for Lexington, Ky., where 
final services and interment will take place. 
Senator Beck, Major and Mrs. Goodloe and a 
few very intimate friends were the only ones 
who accompanied the dead body from the city. 


FUNERAL IN CONSTANTINOPLE. 


Services Over the Remains of Consul-Gener- 
al Heap. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, March 8.—The funeral of 
G. Harris Heap, United States consul-general, 
took place today. Sir William A. White, Brit 
ish ambassador, and Mrs. and Miss White were 
present, together with the whole diplomatic 
bedy and all prominent members of American 
and English society here. The consuls-general 
acted as  pall-bearers. The coffin was 
conveyed to tie English cemetery at Scatari 
on boardthe English embassy’s launch, the 
cortege followspg on the Imogene, a steam 
yacht attached to the embassy. Rev. George 
Washington, chaplain af the British embassy, 
conducted the funeral services, Canon Cartis 
assisting. Turkish gendarmes escorted the 
cortege through the streets of Constantinople.

He returned from Fortress Monroe 
iast week, where he had been for his health, but 
bas been worse ever since, and is now confined to 
his bed. He is in his eightieih year, and his forty- 
sixth in the episcopate. 


DISASTERS IN BUSINESS. 


A Cotton Firm in St. Loiis Assigns—Other 
Failures. 


St. Joun, N. B.. March 8.—Thereis great 
excitement in financial and commercial cir- 
clestover the suspension of the Maritime bank, 
which occurred today. No particulars can 
be obtained at present,as everybody seems to 
have been taken by surprise. 

When the suspension was first reported, in- 
numerabie rumors affecting the standing of 
other concerns obtained circulation, but these, 
in a great measure, were without foundation. 
It is known that the bank’s suspension has 
been chiefly brought about by complications 
with two extensive lumbering firms, 
which are engaged in an immense 
business, but so far no details as to the condi- 
tion of the institution’s affairs have been given 
tothe public. Probably the most immediate 
cause of the failure was the return to the bank 
of a quantity of English exchange. The New 
Brunswick government kept its account with 
the Maritime bank, but what amount was held 
to its credit is unknown. Stockholders in 
bank are under a _ double liability, 
so there is every possibility that notes, which 
are a first lien, and spossibly deposits, will be 
made good. The bank paid 5 per cent interest, 
which is a higher rate than that paid by any 
other banking institution in S 
deposits are very large, ma 
tors being persons who ca 
suffer the loss.

The Trade Dollar Bearing Ohinese Inscriptions 
Bought Up agd Presented at the Treasury for 
Treasurer Declines to 
Receive Them-Ocher News, Eve. 


WASHINGTON, March 8,—({Special.]—Trea- 
surer Jordan said teday that he had received 
a large number of trade dollars which had 
been circulated in China and had been stamped 
with the China characters. These trade dollars 
had been evidently bought up by speculators 
and sent to the treasury for redemption, How 
extensive a trade had been made in the 
stamped coing he could not tell, but probably 
quite a large. amount had been purchased, as 
they had been received in a great number of 
lots for redemption. If it was the expectation 
of those who bought them that they wouid be 
redeemed at par, they are very much mistaken, 
for they can only be received as bar silver, and 
redeemed as such. These coins will probably 
retard the redemption of unmutilated trade 
dollars sofewhat, and will result in 
less to those who speculated in them. The 
treasury department is. now engaged in draw- 
ing up regulations to govern the redemption of 
the trade deliars, which will designate the 
specific sub-treasury to which they shall be 
sent as well és the methods to be observed in 
their transmission. Assoon as these regula- 
tions are completed they will be published in 
a circular form fromthe department for the 
informationef those interested. F, H. R. 


THE APPROPRIATIONS. 


A Statement Showing the Amount of Each 
Bill. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—A statement of the 
footings of the appropriation bills passed at 
the last session of congress has been completed 
by the clerks of the senate and house commit- 
tees on appropriations.

EFFECTS OF THE STRIKE. 


A Great Shortage in Pork-Packing in Chi- 
cago. 

CH1caGo, March 8.—The winter hog-packing 
season, which lasts about one hundred working 
days in Chicago, closed the last day of Febru- 
ary. While Cincinnati, St. Louis, Kansas City 
and other packing centers of the west, turned 
out an increased product, Chicago ran behind, 
the shortage, as against.last season, being, in 
round numbers, 700,000 hogs, The cause of 
the shortage was, it is stated, the great strike 
at the stockyardsand its direct and indirect 
effect upen the business of packers and the 
Chicago market. A local paper, computing the 
number of men idle, and the wages lost on ac- 
count of this shortage, says it is evident that 
the shortage of 700,000 hogs this season means 
the loss of $700,000 in wages, and that at least 
5,000 men, skilled and unskilled, who were em- 
ployed last season, failed to find work.

The Macedo- 
niaisfrom Carthagenia, Spain, with 1,800 tons of 
iron ore, Themen went to work at 8 o’clock in the 
evening, and in about an hour afterwards left the 
vessel in a body, demanding an advance of ten 
cents per hour, and full pay during the time they 
are forced to lie idle, waiting for loaded cars to be 
replaced with empty ones.

Arrest of the Proprietor of the “Victor 
Watch Company.” 

New YorK, March 8.—For a number of 
months the postoffice authorities have received 
complaints from all psrte of the country about 
a concern doing business at No. 48 Maider 
Lane, known as the “‘ Victor Watch company,” 
which was flooding the mails with circulars, 
advertising cheap watches. Inspector Harts- 
houn was given charge of the case, and after 
careful examination he discovered that 
the concern was a gigantic swin- 
dle. The Victor Watch 
has been run by & man named 
Charles West. He advertised gold plated 
watches for $650, received the money and 
never sent the watches. Today Inspector 
Hartshorn arrested West in his small office on 
Maiden Lane and took him before United 
States Commissioner Shields, who held him for 
examination. West has made thousands of 
dollars out of the scheme. The inspectors are 
hunting up the names of people who have been 
swindled.

AN ACCIDENT ON THE ELEVATED 
ROAD. 
e a 
The Burningof Nicoll’s Tsiloring Establishment is 
New York Causes a Blockade of Hlevated Cars, 
Passengers Attempt to Walk the Track 
But Fall to the Street Belew. 


New Yorx, March 8.—A fire occurred at 
five o'clock this morning in the store of Nicoll, 
tailor, in the Bowery, which caused the loss of 
between $50,000 and $60,000. Trains on the 
elevated railroad were blocked by the flames. 
The bleckade occurred all the way down te 
South Ferry and on the down track up to 17th 
street. A-mumber of passengers left the train 
at 17th street and started to walk along the 
narrow footpath at the side of the track to the 
station at l4th street. While doing so the 
blockade was relieved and trains began to start. 
Their motion shook the pathway to such an 
extent that a number of passengers were 
thrown down to the street. Three of these 
were instantly killedand seven others badly 
injured. 

Soon after the fire oecurred a down train was 
blocked with trains from Ninth to Fifty-second 
streets. All the trains were crowded with peo- 
ple. Along the side track isa platform two 
and a half feet wide, used by trackmen. Above 
Fourteenth street it is not provided with a 
hand rail. One of the En named Pat- 
rick Mathews, on fa train which was blockaded 
between the stations, grew impatient of wait- 
ing, and opened the gate on the car platform, 
Yo down to the platform beside the track 
and started to walk to Fourteenth street. He 
was followed by many others, until there was 
a continuous 

LINE OF MEN IN SINGLE FILE, 
in close order on this platform, headed by 


‘Mathews. When Mathews had nearly reached 


Fourteenth street the blockade was broken, 
and the trains started up one after another. 
The shaking of the track and noise and rush of 
cars apparently frightened Mathews, because 
he turned an ed for the car platform. 
The man next behind him did the same, but 
Mathews’s hold apparently broke and he 
—— back upon the man behind him and 
both fell backwards into the street. The com- 
motion on the platform created by this occur- 
rence frightened and demoralized others close 
tothem. Some came in collision and fell, while 
others jumped from the platform to the street 
below and still others hurriedly scrambled up- 
_~ the passin — ; —— and‘screams out- 
side communicate © panic to the passen 
inside the cars, and many women fainted. The 
trains were stopped and everybody remaining 
on the platform was taken on board the cars. 
Ten men fell or leaped to the street, about 
twenty feet below, and struck upon the sur- 
face car track or stone pavement. 

FOUR WERE KILLED OUTRIGHT, 
their skulls being crushed in each instance. 
The other six were seriously hurt. One has 
since died in hospital and another is reported 
dying. It is supposed several othe rs made the 
leap, but were not so seriously hurt but that 
they could take care of themselves.

Bleckley, C. J.—1. A label bearing the names 
of the proprictors, the name of their medicine 
and of their place of business,the names of vari- 
ous diseases, etc.,and takjng distinctive charac- 
ter chielly from a device consisting of a letter 
of the alphabet nine times repeated, the repe- 
titions being arranged in three vertical col- 
umns separated by lines or bars, so as to form 
three groops of three B's (B. B. B.), and when 
applied to the goods, presenting to the eye on 
each of three sides of the package this triple 
combination of the letter, in conspicuous type, 
may by actual use in commerce, become such 
a badge of origin and ownership of goods as to 
be the subject of protection against any color:

Taking all the evidence in this 
case together,it is plain that the defendant acted 
under duress,and that his consent to thearrange- 
ment by which he agreed to a transfer of gpr- 
tain property to the prosecutor was not free, but 
that bis will might have been constrained by 
the threats and his conduct, induced by the 
violent conduct of the prosecutor. If such 
were the case, it would not only avoid the con- 
tract, but do away with the sale which it is al- 
leged was thereby effected. And in such a 
case, the defendant could not be convicted of 
larceny for subsequently removing the prop- 
erty. Code; 2 2752, 2637, 2633: 22 Ga., 494: 36

2. In order to vest a title undera contract of 
sale of personalty, the agreement must ascer- 
tain the precise article to be delivered, the 
price should be agreed er paid, and where the 
quantity is to be taken from a butk, it should 
be set apart and delivered, or there should bo 
an agreement to consider it as belonging to and 
held for the purchaser.

Refusal of injunction, from Floyd. Roads 
and Bridges. Streets and Sidewalks. Mu- 
nicipal Corporations, County Matters. Rail- 
reads Easements. (Before Judge Maddox.) 
Hall, J.—The corporate limits of the city of 
Rome extended to the further bank of a river, 
and the authorities of Floyd county built a 
bridge across the river,connecting a street of the 
city with its continuation beyond the river, and 
placed the bridge under the contro] and man- 
agement of the municipal authorities, who 


took charge of it and engaged to keep it in re- 


pair, but stipulated that, in case of its destrac- 
tion by flood or fromany other cause, they 
should not be bound to rebuild it. Under the 
power contained inits charter,and with the 
consent of the corporate authorities both of the 
county of Floyd and the city of Rome, a street 
railroad company constructed its tracks across 
the bridge and ran its cars backwards 
and | forwards over it until the 
bridge was washed away by a fleod. The 
county replaced the old bridge by a new struct- 
ure upon the same site. The company set 
about laying its tracks over this new bridge, 
but the county authorities objected, unless the 
company would agree to pay for the privileze 
of using such bridge, and upon refusal to doso, 
filed a bill to enjoin the use of it until the county 
should be compensated therefor: 

: oot that the injunction was properly re- 

used. 

(a.) The bridge as originally constracted and 
as now constructed is wholly within the limits 
of the city of Rome. The bridge forms a con- 
tinuation of the street of the city across the 
river, and is a part of such street. Acts 1874, 
p. 199; Code, 2 5.

ously, to the injury, used the street or public 
highway with the assent ofthe municipality, 
where railroad company proposes to make 
the same use ofthe street or highway after it 
has been re . 

(g.) The act of October 7, 1885, did not affect 
the right of the railroad company to the use of 
the bridge, which had previously accrued. That 
act was not intended to restrict the company’s 
franchise, but to extend it upon the conditions 
named therein.

The deed to the purchaser, describ- 
ing the land as lot number 480 in the 5th dis- 
trict of Ware county, conformed to the levy, 
and was admissible as evidence of title, and 
not merely as color of title.

| prescribed by law, this record was, of itself, 


notice to a purchaser at a sale of the same 
property under a junior mortgage, unless he 
was misled into making it by the conduct of 
the mortgagee or his duly authorized agent, 
which induced him to conclude that the prop- 
erty was being sold free from the lien of the 
first mortgage. Otherwise the property could 
be sold subject to the lien ofthe first mortgage;

foreclosed, the mortgagee could place his exe- 
cution in the hands of the officer making the 
sale, cause the title unincumbered to be sold, 
and claim the proceeds arising from the sale, 
according to the date of his lien.

The evidence in this case does not satis- 
factorily establish the fact that the person who, 
it was claimed, was acting as the agent of the 
holder of the first mortgage at the sale was in 
fact so. 

3. The facts in evidence imperatively de- 
mand a verdict in favor of- the defendant, and 
that in favor of the plaintiffis not only con- 
trary to the evidence, but is without evidence 
to support it.

Hall, J.—1. A plaintiff in ejectment may re- 
cover the premises in dispute upon his prior 
postession alone against one who subse- 
quently acquires possession of the land by mere 
entry and without any lawful right whatever; 
and the same rule applies where a billin equity 
was filed as the eguivalent of an action of 
ejectment, resort to equity being necessary to 
prevent loss and injury to the rightfal posses- 
sor in consequence of the alleged insolveacy of 
the trespasser. Code, 73366. 

2. A contract between the complainant and 
certain persons who claimed title te the premi- 
ses to make complainant a quit-claim deed to 
the land in question was pertinent evidence to 
show that his entry was quiet and peaceable, 
and was made in good faith. None of the ob- 
jiections Were tenable or. at least, were not per- 
tinent and applicable to the issue made by the 
offer and admission in evidence of the writing 
in question; nor doesit affirmatively appear 
from the record that they were made and 
passed upon in the court below.

Thus 
died the most famous of American ministers, 
his struggle with death being marked with 
the same tranquility and ease which charac- 
terized the contentions of his eventful ca- 
reer. In the work of his life a lasting her- 
itage is left the world, and in the heart of 
an admiring public his memory will be kept 
forever bright. 


GREAT BRITAIN is making an earnest effort 
to wrest from the United States the trade 
which the latter has established with Asia, 
and which naturally belongs to us. A sub- 
sidy of $50,000 a year hasbeen granted the 
line of steamers from Victoria to Hong Kong. 
It is two or three days shorter from Liverpool 
to the St. Lawrence ports, than to New York, 
and as quick from the St. Lawrence’ ports 
to Victoria by the Canadian Pacific railroad 
as from New York to San Francisco. From 
Victoria to the great trading ports of Asia it 
is two or three days quicker than from San 
Francisco, so that England can reach Asiatic 
ports over its own routes about five days 
quicker than by the transcontinental rail- 
ways of the United States. 


THE proposed trip of Senator Sherman 
through the south is supposed to have much 
political significance. The trip is from 
Washington to Charleston, thence through 
Florida to to Havana, where he will remain 
two weeks. On his return, Sherman will 
visit Savannah, Augusta, Atlanta, Chatta- 
nooga, Birmingham and Nashville. At the 
latter place he has made an appointment to 
speak, thongh it is supposed invitations will 
likewise be extended to him by the other 
cities. It is regarded in political circles in 
the north as a move upon the part of Sher- 
man to inaugurate his presidential cam- 
paign, setting the machinery in motion at 
the south in advance of Blaine. There will 
be about fifteen in the party, including other 
senators and their families. 


RHODE ISLAND is a republican state not only as a 
whole, but in both its congressional districts, The 
majority of its citizens who are entitled to the suf- 
frage believe that the constituency and principles 
of the republican party represent the better, more 
trustworthy and intelligent governing power than 
those of the democratic party or any of the ele- 
ments of organized or unorganized opposition,— 
Providence Journal. 


But how about those of the citizens of the 
little state who are not entitled to suffrage ? 
No wonder the state is republican when its 
ballot is almost exclusively in the hands of the 
corporations, monopolies and money bags. 
A poor man is deprived of the born right of 
an American citizen, and must be content to 
Jook on while his more fortunate fellow be- 
ings shape the policy of the goverment which 
he must aid in protecting and to which he 
looks for protection. Give the whole people 
the privilege of the ballot and thea see what 
is the sentiment of the great majority of the 
little state.

The New Fas Mail. 

The information of the re-establishment of 
the southern fast mail, conveyed in the tele- 
gram of our Washington correspondent, is 
very welcome news to this section. As THE 
CONSTITUTION has hinted, the fault of the 
whole matter has rested in the post-office 
department. Consequently, when the de- 
patmert deemed it necessary t» remedy the 
trouble, it found the railroad people not only 
willing but anxious to accommodate their 
patrons. Immense railway subsidies have 
been paid by the department in the direc- 
tion of expediting the mail service in that 
section, but it was not deemed good policy 
to make any effort to expedite the mails in 
this section, save in a little strip of country 
on the coast that starts in the Maryland salt 
marshes and runs to the jumping-off place 
in Florida. 

The whole trouble was with some of our 
esteemed southern congressmen, who, with 
the idea of impressing their greatness on their 
simple-minded constituents, have made a 
scarecrow of the word ‘‘subsidy.’’ These 
esteemed southern congressmen bave been in 
the habit of making a tremendous fuss over 
this word whenever they wanted to attract 
attention, and the result is that they have 
kept the post-office department in a stew so 
far as fast mails are concerned. 

Their idea seems to be that the people, in- 
stead of establishing the mail service for the 
public good, have organized it as a business 
investment for the purpose of making it pay 
dividends. The result is that every attempt 
to appropriate money for the purpose of pay- 
ing railways and steamships a reasonable 
amount for carrying the mails is denounced 
on the score that it is a subsidy. 

There bas been a recent fight on the sub- 
sidy scare, but this fact has not frightened 
off the post-office department, and the result 
is a fast mail subsidy for the south which 
promises to be the most beneficial we have 
ever had.

The Tax on Commercial Agents. 

The decision of the United States su- 
preme court on the drummers’ tax case from 
Memphis, reported in our telegraphic 
columns yesterday, is very important. It 
affects the laws of a number of states in 
every part of the union, and these laws will 
have to be revised to fit the decision of the 
court. 

The American policy of protection is so 
grounded in the minds and habits of the 
people of this country that they seem to pro- 
ceed in that direction by instinct. The 
drummers’ tax imposed in several states is 
inthe nature of protection; but, as the 
American policy is also free trade between 
the states, the disposition to levy the tax is 
not permitted to stand. 

There is a disposition on the part of every 
business and commercial community to pro- 
tect itself against the competition of every 
other community—just as it is the disposi- 
tion of the American people to protect their 
industries against the fatal competition of 
those of foreign countries, 

The decision of the supreme court: is not 
along this particular line of tree trade be- 
tween the states, but the clause of the con- 
stitution on which the decision is based is 
intended to prevent the people of the states 
from placing an embargo of any kind on the 
commerce of other states.

Her Passion for a Man with Mutilated

The political ascendency of the cripple has, 
in some paris of the routh, become so unyielding 
that it is almost impossible for a sound man to get 
an office.

Beecher and His Influence, 
From the Brooklyn Citizen. 

His influence upon the religious thought of 
the world must have been enormous. The breadth 
and heartinesrs of his liberalism, the audacity 
which tore off the integuments in which usage 
and ignorance had enwrapped the religious idea, 
the brilliant genius with which he vitalized old 
truths and presented them in forms adapted to 
mocern habits of thought; the amazing command 
of oratory which communicated them, marked a 
new era in religious, belief. He strode through 
the formule of medieval  ecclesiasticism 
likea giant through the cobwebs that festoon the 
meadowsin the morning, but what he strippéa 
away he more than compensated for. The. crude 
conceptions of religious dogma, with their half 
pagan and often barbaric imagery, gave place in 
the minds of the generation that heard him to new 
and gentler schemes of the human and divine rela- 
tion. Christianity was nota creed,as he taught 
it, buta mode of life warm and throbbing. The 
devils of the middle ages he _ ruthlessly 
banished from tbe pantheon, and in 
their place beatitudes found wel- 
come lodgment. Upon the growing generation of 
theologians the influence of Mr. Beecher’s power- 
ful originality was tonic inthe extreme. They 
began to look into the pedigrees of the Christian 
bogies and detected their spuriousmess. They 
learned that estnsty was a re of love, 
not of terror. The mind that revol at African 
slavery refused te countenance theological servi- 
tude, and in both movements he was the ical 
abolitionist. Echoes ot hist t are sounding 
throughout the country today, voiced by men to 
whem, perbaps, nothought of their obligation to 
him ever presented itself.

LIABILITY FOR MESSAGES. 


An Important Telegraph in Nash- 
, ville. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 8.—[Special.]-- 
The supreme court this morning decided an 
important question concerning the liability of 
the telegraph company for negligence in trans- 
mitting a message, in the case of Thos. Marr 
vs. Western Union telegraph company. Marr 
sent a message to New York to an agent there 
to buy 1.600 shares of Memphis and Charleston 
stock. The message was sent to buy 100 shares. 
The stock was on the increase, and when he 
found out the error the difference in market 
value amounted to $1,125. Marr did not send 
ariother message to buy enough stock to make 
out 1.000 shares until the stock had advanced 
sufliciently to make the difference in market 
value amount to about $3,000. Judge Lurton, 
in bebaif of the court, delivered a very elab- 
orate opinion, in which he held that while the 
telegraph company is not a common carrier so 
asto be insured, it is held to a great degree of 
Nability, and is liable for negligence iu the 
transmission of a message. The conditions 
and contract tbat are mentioned in the blank 
messages of the telegraph company are not 
binding on the sender of messages, as the tele- 
graph company cannot contract against their 
own negligence. It was further held that Marr 
could only recover the differencein market 
value between the time of sending the message 
and the time he found out the error.

ViENNA, March 8.—The Fremdenblatt urges 
the Bulgarian regents to retire and allow the 
country to secure a peaceful arrangement with 
Russia, Other semi-official papers give similar 
advice, and it is believed they were inspired by 
the government to advocate such a course. 

Captain Bollmap, leader in the recenl revolt, 
bas been exiled. He is wounded in both legs. 
Colonel! Filoff, another of the rebel leaders, 1s 
dying from his wounds. The Russian govern- 
ment, acting through the Roumanian consul 
here, has claimed Colonel Filoffas a Russian 
subject. 

The execution of the rebels took Fplace at 
three o'clock on Sunday morning. The con- 
demned stood beside open graves. Three s0!- 
diers were detailed for the execution and were 
instructed to fire two shots each from their re- 
volvers, so that each of the rebels received six 
bullets. The public was excluded, only sol- 
diers and officials witnessing the execution. 
Friends of the dead have since been allowed to 
disinter the bodies and bury them elsewhere. 


SELLING INFORMATION. 


English Navy Yard Officials Dismissed for 
Divulging Secrets. 

LONDON, March 8.—A sensation has been 
caused at Chatham by the suspension of a fore- 
man employed in the government works there. 
It is alleged that the man hasbeen guilty of 
revealing important naval designs to the Uni- 
ted Statesand Russian governments. 

It has been ascertained that the dismissed 
employe was foreman of the construction de- 
partment inthe navy yard at Chatham. He 
is chargei with giving foreigners details of 
modern improvements in torpedoes and other 
naval devices adopted by the British govern- 
ment, Suspicion was excited against the ac- 
cused by the fact that certain foreign scientific 
journals printed articles commenting on inno- 
vations in the English navy and gave informa- 
tion concerning them, supposed to be in 
the exclusive possetsion of the admiralty, 
and especially by the fact that au 
American journal printed the exact wording of 
a confidential specification for the manufac- 
ture of a new torpedo appliance still in the 
draughtsman’s office pending approval. A 
draughtsman named Terry, employed at the 
Chatham dockyard, has also been publicly dis- 
missed for selling information.

Newfoundland Reported to be on the Verge 
of Rebellion, 

OTTAWA, Ont., March 8.—Advices from New- 

foundland show that in their ultimatum to the 
British government in§ forwarding the bait bill for 
imperial assent, the legislature of that colony is 
determined not to be trampled upon by the queen 
0: by any in authority under her. The text of the 
aidre:s of the legislature of Newfoundland to the 
imperial government shows that the island is 
g eatly excited. Itsaysin effect that Newfound- 
lind will not submit to the situation, 
The address goeson to say: “We must decline 
r-spectfully to accept the view that the French or 
any other foreign power has astatus or consulta- 
tive claim in the control or disposition of our prop- 
e ty, and we humbly demur toany recognitiorof 
their pretentions in this respect. We acknowledge 
no authority but that of the imperial government, 
and tbeir rights of dominion are wisely limited by 
our cons itutional powers, which secures for us the 
free exercise of our instructed intelligence in the 
management of our local affairs.’’ 

The same advices state that the gd is on the 
verge of an open rebellion, and that little encour- 
agement would be required to cause a generai up- 
rsing against the yoke of British connection, 
which, they claim, bears heavily upon them. 
@Private dspatches received here state that a 
sirong sentiment favoring annexation to the United 
States is spreading throughout the province, which 
is likely to give serious trouble unless the British 
government yields in granting the demand the pro- 
visional government is now making.

THE CHICAGO MARKET, 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce. 
Special to The Constitution, 

CHICAGO, March 8—Speculation in wheat, which 
has been steadily increasing for a week past, leaped 
all bounds today, and the scene in picturing both 
sessions wasfvery wild. There wasa continuation 
of the upward movement from the start, the first 
sales for May delivery being made at 83i<c, or ec 
higher than last night’s elc , followed by a quick 
advance to 84%c, with free buying all the way up, 
This was followed by a sharp decline to 833¢c, fol. 
lowed by another upward movement, which was 
not stayed until.66éc had been touched. The deal- 
ing was confined almost to May delivery, the other 
options being neglected, and outward evidences 
were such that a squceze In that month was to be 
attempted. The excitement in the pit during the 
advance was very great. The shorts were thor- 
oughly alarmed, and the short interest is now acs 
knowledged to be so large that this advanee of 8c 
from the low prices current last week meant tre- 
mendovs protits, and consequent large losses among 
speculators. It was conceded that the bull leaders 
who could push wheat ia the face of heavy selling 
and generally bearish tone of the market for 
months, must be powerful and well equipped for 
the fight. The advance of May from 83%{c to 86c 
was almost instantaneous. Opinions as to the 
power under the advance were as many almost as 
Operators in the pit. After the top was touched, 
and even before it, there was heavy selling by some 
of the powers identified with the bull side. The 
market sold off to 854<c and closed there at one 
o'clock. In the afternoon May rose again to 86'4c 
but offerings suddenly grew to be very large and 
for some time the market was but one remove from 
apanic. May started in appareatly strong but im- 
mediately began eres tang uncer erroneous offer- 
ings and dropped by *{ to 83%e. There was a com- 
bined solid rush to sell out. If a broker could not 
get what he wanted for it he took what he could 
get; around &2%c the feeling became eteadier and. 
prices recovered to S41;c, finally closing at 84<c. 
Everything except wheat was entirely neglected, 
the market, notwithstanding the violent fiunctua- 
tions, closed ic higher than last night. On the 
curb, late in the afternoon, the price was 84%c. 
There is a very broad suspicion that moneyed com- 
binations contemplates a sqeeze in wheat, but the 
interesting problem for the speculator to decide 
now is, who is under wheat. The truth, probably, 
will be found that there area number ot cliques 
underit. There are Cincinnati, San Francisco, 
New York and Chicago cliques under d rapes 
sectionsof it. May and June were quoted ee 
same figures at the opening but May, at oné 
commanded a premium of 1°4c over June, bY thi 
was reduced to 7g¢ at theclose. The best prices in 
corn were had — when May was 4034c, later it 
got down to 3974c, but toward the close recovered a 
little from this figure, selling at 404¢c. There were 
no special features in the market; pretty much 
all hog products, developed into a slow and feat- 
ureless sort of a deal, but the prices were firm and 
made littie advance.

The Fruit Crops Escape Material Injury up to ths 

frecent Time-A Reavy Spring Seeding of @ 
Small Grein—Further Experiments to be 

Made in Tobseco Culture, Etc, i 


“Have you had any information recently as 
to the crop prospects of Georgia?” was asked of 
Judge Henderson, the commissioner of azri- 
culture, last evening. 

“None that are official,” was the reply. “We 
do not begin the collection of data from which 
to prepare our crop report until April, and the 
report is not issued until early in the following 
month, I have learned from private sources, 
however, sufficient to assure me that up to the 
present time the fruit crop has not been 
materially injuwed. Of course, if is 
too early in the season 
of an idea of what .the crop will be, for the 
reason that we are not sure of not having some 
killing frosts ; but should we escape them the 
}rospects are altogether flattering. Compared 
with last year, the indications are far more 
favorable.” 

“What isthe outlook in the line of small 
grain?” was asked. 

‘‘T cannot state with any certainty as to the 
area sown to wheat or oats. That can only 
come from thorough reports throughout the 
state, but co far as my information extends, 
the spring seeding will be heavy. The ten- 
dency is to go back to. first princi- 
ples. In my boyhood days, nearly all 
sowing of oats was in the spring, and the fre- 
quent failures that have been made by those 
who have attempted their winter sowing have 
heartily discouraged them, and their example 
is discouraging to others. The production 
made from the spring sowing is not as heavy as 
when the secd is putinto the ground earlier, 
but on the whole, in view of the frequent fail- 
ures, the amount harveste@ will, in my opinion, 
be as satisfactory as formerly. I have been of 
the opinion, and still entertainit, that, 
owing to the numerous failares that have 
befallen the farmers hertofore, on the ground 
that itis an ill wind that never changes, that 
we may reasonably expect an abundant har- 
vest of smal] grains fur the ensuing year. I 
cesire at an early day, to say to the people 
of Georgia, in wy official capacity, thatin my 
(pinion it would be unwise in them to plaut as 
large an area to cotton as has been the case in 
part years. Overproduction is largely the cause 
of the low prices, and I should recommend a 
system of diversification asone way of breaking 
the ajl cotton habit.” 

“What was the success attending the experi- 
ments in tobacco culture, last year?’ the re- 
porter inquired. 

“That success bas been determined only by 
the fxet that it has started up two tobacco 
factories, one in Atlanta ani the 
other in north Georgia. Farther 
then this I will state that from the reports re- 
ceived, and they were quite numerous, if was 
shown that the profits from this source far ex- 
ceeded those from cotton. While lam satisfied 
that to raise tobacco on a very large 
sale would not give correspoading 
results as when raised on a more limited scale, 
yet I believe the prices will still be sufficieat to 
justify the planter in expecting to realize 
mere than from cotton.” 

“Has there been much 
seed this jeason?” 

“The demand has not only been very heavy, 
but it comes from every section in the state; in 
fact, there are very few counties from whith 


demand for tobacco 


applications have not been received, and for | 


this reason the experiments this year will cer- 
tainly be more satisfactory than those 
of last, so far as testing the 
adaptabiiity of the country to tobacco growing 
is concerned. 

“IT think a new cereal might be introduced 
in Georgia,’ continued the commissioner, ‘“‘and 
that is buckwheat, and if it were not too late 
I would distribute some of the seed this year. 
When an opportunity to procure the seed is 
had, I think it woald be wise for the farmers 
to pest themselves regarding its culture and 
make an experiment. My attention has been 
called to the niatter by several gentlemen who 
are weil qualified to advise, and they ex- 
press a desire that I may use what inflaence [ 
possess to induce the people of Georgia to ex- 
periment with it.”

DUDLEY YOUNGBLOOD EXPELLED. 


The Action of the Board of Education Yes- 
terday. 

The board of education met yesterday even- 
ing in the office of Superintendent Slaton, to 
act upon the report of the grievance committee 
in the high school matter. 

There were present: Vice-President Hemp- 
hill and b vrttns Blanchard, Mayer, Glenn, 
Smith, Rawson, Moran, Cooper, Beatié an 
Lowry. From the report of the committee it 
was developed that two charges crossed each 
other. The first was by Professor Bass, who 
asked that Dudley Youngblood be expelled 
fromschool. The second was from Mr. A. P. 
Youngblood, the father of Dudley, asking that 
Professor Bass be dismiesed. 

The evidence taken was to the effect 
that one day last week ten boys had 
their algebra lessons. They were instructed 
to work them out at home, andto return the 
result nextday. Inclassthe next day it was 
found that there was one paper missing. Pro- 
fessor Bass asked thrice as to who the delin- 
quent was, without answer. Then he queried 
the boys separately, Dudley Youngblood for 
the first time acknowledging that he was the 
one at fault, giving as excuse that he had for- 
gotten about the matter. Then it was that 
Professor Bass said: “When a boy is asked a 
question and fails to answer, I do not know 
how else to characterize it than as a lie,” 

At recess Dudly Youngblood asked 
Professor Bass if he meant to call 
him a liar. “} meant to char- 
acterize your conduct as untruthful,” replied 
the professor. Thereupon hostilities began. 
During the fight a knife was observed in Dad 
ley’s hand. That knife had been given to him 
by Zed Harrison. 

The committee found that Youngblood had 
mace the attack according to Professor Bass’s 
version, and that he had merited expalsion 
therefor. It also found that Professor Bass was 
not justfied in using the word “lie” even in its 
coriective sense; but highly commended his 
courage in maintaining his authority in the 
schoolroom. While rendering the decision the 
committee specially mentioned the fact that 
Youngblood’s previous deportment had al- 
ways been Of the best,a statement borne out 
by Professor Bass himself.

The committee on grievances asked for pow- 
er to make still further inquiries inte the fact 
as to how the knife was furnished to Young- 
bleod, the impression being that there were 
others who needed attention, This power was 
granted,

SUBJECT. 
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JUDGE NEWMAN STRIKES TERROR 
@aas  .TO THEIR HEARTS. — 


By Imposing Some ‘Heavy Sentences and Promising 
@Mi to Treat Repetitions of the Offenses Even More Mi 
Severely—Several of the Defendants For- 
teit Their Bonds—The Oourt’s Policy. 


In passing sentence upon Austin Bruce. yes- 
terday, and Elijah Rogers on Monday, Judge 
Newman merely intimated that he intended to 
be much more severe upon distillers than he 
was last term, and there is much quaking in 
the boots worn by moonshiners because of this. 
Judge McCay’s kindness of heart induced h'm 
to be very lenient with offenders against the 
revenue laws, and the result was that he was 
not very greatly feared by them: But when 
Judge Newnan ascended the federal bench it 
was very soon seen that he intended to pursue 
a different policy. Hisrefusal to suspend any 
sentences was not at all relished by the offend- 
ers, who had been in the habitof getting a 
free ride to Atlanta, and after 
feeding for a few days at 
the Fulton county boarding house, would go 
before the court, and after receiving an aimo- 
nition, get released on a suspended sentence. 
Judge Newman’s policy was that infractions of 
the law should be punished, and his opinion 
was that the courts had no right to suspeni 
sentences. When this fact became known in 
blockade whisky circles it created some- 
thing of a consternation, and a trip to At- 
lanta was not as agreeable to contemplate as it 
had been 

On Monday morning, when court convened, 
there was a great array of defendants present 
with their witnesses. The case of Elijah 
Rogers, an old offender, being called, he pleaded 
guilty to the charge of  dis- 
tilling, and when Judge Newman 
sentenced him to cight months in- 
prisonment and to pay a fine of $100, the whole 
equivalent to nine months imprisonment, it 
strnck terror to their hearts. The effect of 
this was seen later in the day when the bonds 
in seven cases were forfeited. If is a well 
known fact that some of these parties who 
forfeited their bonds were present in conri 
earlier in the day, and the supposition is that 
they were frightened away by this heavy sen- 
tence. Yesterday five more bonds were for- 
feited. 

As Judge Newman has very plainly stated 
that parties who are brought before him the 
second time will be made to feel the weight of 
the law, and has once or 
twice made significant allusions to the Albany 
penitentiary, the business of moonshining in 
Georgia is losing its attractiveness. 

The fact of the mattcr is that Jadze New- 
man is not going to trifle with this question, 
and the illicit distillers of Georgia will tind this 
to be true if they contin: 
ue in the business. Henot only views 
this as a question of law, but he believes that 
the enforcement fof the law will be tothe 
interest of the moonshiver and his family, 
as it will eventually stop violations and make it 
necessary for their support to engahe ina legit- 
imate and what is believed would be a more 
lucrative business. 

It is proper to state that Judge Newman is 
making a wide. distinction in the two principal 
grades of offenses against the revenue laws— 
carrying on the business of a distiller 
and working in a distillery. The 
former offense is generally committed by men 


of intelligence who have the means to set up 


their distilleries and operete them—men who, 
in the opinion of the judge, ought 
to know better and should there- 
fore be held to a higher degree of res- 
possibility than the men who work for them. 
These latter, as a rule,are of the lowest class 
of white people or ignorant negroes who, for a 
trifling compensation, can be induced to do the 
work. The- difference in their stations, and 
the wide variance in their degree of responsi- 
bility, will readily be seen. 


ATLANTA’SINEW SUBURB. 


A Negro Town to be Built Just Beyond the 


City Limits. 

Atlanta is soon to have a new and important 
suburb. 

It is altogether probable that before the present 
year closes there will be an incorporated negro 
village just beyond the southern confines of the 
city, Theplan of the tewn has already been 
drawn. Itissituated out Pryor street, near the 
Clark university, andis only a few hundred yards 
beyond the city limits. The town has been sur- 
veyed, the lots marked off and the streets laid out. 
All that is necessary to make it a genuine town is 
for these vacant lotsto be built u Already a 
mum ber of modest habitations have been erected. 
Other dwellings will spring up rapidly within — 
nextsix months. The tows, when built, will b 
the most unique town in the United States. 1t w i 
be literallya negro town. Its mayor will be a 
colored man. The members of its municipal coun- 
cil will be colored mev. The police will be col- 
ored. In fact all the corporation functionaries will 
be of dark complexion. 

Some months ago the idea of starting this 
village occurred to Mr. Campbell W allace, Jf., 
who is possessed of large landed interests in that 
neighborhood. He owned a tract consisting of 59 
acres of good land adjacent to the Clark univers- 
ity. He wasdesirous of disposing of this land and 
he conceived the idea of dividing it off into about 
250 building lots and selling these on very easy 
terms to negroes. In order to carry out his project 
he organized the South Atlanta land and improve- 
ment corapany, which was duly chartered only a 
few wteks ago. Colonel A. E. Buck was elected 
president and Mr. Campbell Wallace, Jr., was 
choren se¢retary and treasurer. Professor Brown, 
of Clark’s university, was made'the general man. 
ager. The company immediately went to work. 
The land was surveyed, the lots divided off, and it 
was announced that building sites would be sold 
to colored people at reasonable 
prices and on exceedingly easy 
terms, It was agreed that purchasers should be 
given from two to four years in which to pay for 
the land. It was further arranged that buyers of 
the lots could have such houses as they preferred 
erected by ihe company. ‘These houses to be sold 
at actual cost, and the purchaser to be allowed 
time. Of course, it was arranged that interest 
should be required. AS soon as the enterprise as- 
sumed shape and became known to the colored 
people, there sprang up a lively demand for build- 
ing ots. Thus farail the purchasers are well-to-do 
respectable colored poeple. The compan y willsell 
lots only toa decent class of negroes. The pro- 
jectors of the scheme are highly encouraged, and
